WASHINGTON (U PI)—Ameri­ 
cans swarmed to the polls to­ 
day to pick a President for the 
next four years and perhaps set 
the nation’s course for decades 
to come. 


Reports of heavy early ballot­ 
ing from many parts of the na­ 
tion indicated a possible record 
vote of more than 71 million by 
poll closing.

unanimously a landslide victory

were enough political unknowns,

ral and interior counties. 
Kennedy Swept Cities 
The power of the big city vote 
was dem onstrated in the 1960 
race. 
Form er Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon carried 52 of 
the state’s 67 counties, but the 
late President Kennedy picked 
up the electoral votes by 
a 
statewide margin of 116,326 be­ 
cause Philadelphia gave him a 
record 333,000 plurality while Al­ 
legheny County, with its city of 
Pittsburgh, provided him with a 
107,485 vote margin. 
Ticket splitting, fashionable in 
Pennsylvania elections of recent 
years, m ay be most pronounced 
in the U.S. senatorial race, with 
Scott given the edge and con­ 
sidered the chief beneficiary. 
The last three times the state 
has elected a U.S. senator it 
has been through the selective 
voting 
route—the 
presidential 
and governorship races have 
gone one way and the Senate 
seat has been won by the op­ 
posite party. 
Scott, 64, a former GOP na 
tional chairm an and a veteran 
of 22 years in Congress, took 
his time announcing his support 
for Coldwater after the Arizona 
senator won the GOP nomina­ 
tion at San Francisco last July. 
He has campaigned independ- 


the prim ary and won the nom­ 
ination after a long legal battle 
only recently decided in her fa­ 
vor by the courts. 
Whetting the Democratic vic­ 
tory claims is a 124,831 regis­ 
tration edge, contrasted with 
the 11.634 edge in the April 28 
prim ary.

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The Folk Scene 
Young Appreciates Message 
Of Tile Great Blues Singers

A recent Sunday night crowd 
at the 2nd Fret in Philadelphia 
was unusually small, almost inti­ 
mate. The dimly lighted stage, 
looking like a curiously quaint 
but over-sized mantel-piece was 
suitably 
battered 
and 
dusty. 
There was a single high stool 
in the middle of it. 
Holding forth from the stool 
was a husky, handsome young 
man with the unlikely name of 
Jesse Colin Young. 
“I got that from a combina­ 
tion of Jesse James and Cole 
Younger, two of my boyhood 
idols,” he explained later, 
“Not that I sing any gunfight­ 
er ballads,” he added. 
What did he sing? 
“ I’m a ‘city-blues’ singer,” 
Young said. “I guess I’m influ­ 
enced mostly by jazz and rhy­ 
thm and blues. Thats different 
from the country blues you know 
ifs a little hipper, a little more 
sophisticated.” 
Jesse, whose real name is 
Perry Miller, is a native of 
Yardley. 
A 
veteran 
of 
one 
year each at Ohio State Univer­ 
sity and N.Y.U. where he ma­ 
jored in English literature, the 
23-year-old explains his attrac­ 
tion to Negro-based blues as 
“ the natural end of a maturing 
interest in rock and roll.” 
“When you’re very young, you 
just respond to emotion,” he 
said. “but as you grow a little 
older and learn some things 
about life, you begin to appre­ 
ciate what the great blues men 
were saying. 
It’s not exactly intellectual, 
they make comments on life 
simply and directly, but it’s big­ 
ger than one man’s feelings, 
even w hen it’s personal,” he con­ 
tinued. 
Jesse names such blues greats 
as T-Bone Walker, Joe Turner, 
Big Bill Broonzy and Hoagy 
Carmichael 
as 
having 
influ­ 
enced his early serious work. 
Among his contemporaries he 
prefers Mose Allison, a jazz 
pianist-vocalist, and the legend­ 
ary Mississippi John Hurt. 
Commenting on 
the 
resur­ 
gence of interest in folk-music 
among the younger generation, 
Young says that “ every gener­ 
ation has to have a music they 
can identify with, 
“Young people sort of always 
have the same basic feelings 
though,” he added, smiling. 
Although he sings no “topical” 
folk songs, social criticisms or 
satires in the vein of such cur­ 
rent folk stars as Bob Dylan or 
Joan Baez, Young says he is 
“glad they’re being written and 
sung. 
“They say things that need to 
be said,” he explained, “but even 
though I write songs, I’ve never 
done a ‘topical’ song as such. 
“ It just isn’t my bag,” he 
joked.
